Ijeirt— Tfluuyson'a obarmiag ballad of tbo 
"The Lord of Jiiuleigb." It is an interest- 
ing a lory end a true story— that la to say, in 
the main outline, although poetlo treatment, 
a.s is generally tlio onso, has interfered with 
tlio details. 
A few persons connected with 


tlio Rtory, or who know tho details from the 
principal persons, nro still olive, uud from 
thorn I hovo obtained tho facts. 


Tho Lord of Burloigh is, of course, tho 


Marquis of JExeter, who married a poor cot- 
tager. .Hewosim amateur artist, indeed, 
but ho was not tho youthful artist delineated 
by tho poet Tennyson. Lord Exetor was a 
widower, lie had been unhappily married 
and divorced from bis wife by nil act of 
Parliament. lie wa-i n man whc used to lay 
aside all tho trappings of rank, and bo take 
himself to quiet ways of wandering About 
the country to paint. In this guise ho used 
to wander through various secluded districts 
unu many of tho wise among us know tho 
resi and quiet which auch solitary wiindei1- 
ings give. 
Ho made friends of tho peasant- 


ry folk, and became on great terms of inti- 
macy with some of the humble people. Our 
readers will recollect that something of Ibis

was

Lord 


Byron 
and a Lord 
Aberdeen. 
There 


was one poor cottage where bo was es- 
pecially made welcome, and which, for two 
or three years, ho made hia headquarters. 
It so happened that, in tho course of these 
wanderings, Lord Exeter foil ill. Iu bin 
favorite cottage bo was nursed and well 
fltired for. 
Quo of those who attended the 


sick peer with tho greatest kindness ami 
uttention was n daughter of tho house, n 
young girl of fifteen. 
Tho sick man was 


greatly touched by this kindness and atten- 
tion. 
Ib is a curious fact that your middle- 


tigcd men often fail in love with quite n 
young girl ; and it is a still mora curious 
fact that the young girl will just as often, 
or as seldom, fall in love with the middle- 
aged man. It is not till after the marriage 
that the radical incongruity between May 
and December is made apparent.

The melancholy conclusion of 


Tennyson's ballad "is in 
the main true 


enough. 
The young girl thus married bad 


several children, and then she faded away. 
Perhaps it was, as the poet says, "through 
tho burden of a greatness to which she was 
not born/' 
Perhaps it was uot only the 


inequality of station but the inequality of 
ages and tastes. Such is the true story of 
this 
romantics 
end famous marriage. 
It 


comes to mo indirectly through a brother of 
the bride, an unbeneficed clergyman of the 
Church of England, who, 
though sent to 


college at the expense of his brother-in-law. 
had reasons for afterwards refusing promo- 
tion from tho Exeter fniuily.
